gence from China. A few short weeks ago 
despair and grief filled the public mind when 
there came from Shanghai the dire report of the 
massacre of the British Legation, and of all who 
were sheltered by Sir С. MacDonald. The author- 
ities of St. Paul’s Cathedral, it will be remem- 
bered, felt so assured of the accuracy of the 
terrible news that they set aside a day for a ser- 
vice of mourning for our fellow-countrymen, pre- 
cipitately presumed to be dead, and the service 
would probably have been held had it not been 
for the energetic protest of Mr. Campbell, Chief 
of the Chinese Customs Department in England. 
The cheery Chinese Ambassador in this country, 
moreover, speedily reassured the Government, 
and the cipher messages from Sir Claude Мас- 
Donald soon appeared in the Press, and brought 
home to us the heroic stand made by the British 
Legation against the Chinese insurgents. It is 
singular indeed that there was not, on the

The Advance to Peking 

reflected the greatest credit оп General Gaselee 
and the other Allied Commanders and the troops 
of various nationalities. We have shown how 
the battles of Peitsang and, Yangtsun were won. 
There were several of the Royal Welsh Fusiliers 
wounded, and one—Private T. Morgan—was 
killed, while another, Private W. Huddleston, 
died from sunstroke, unhappily, at Peitsang. 

All fought bravely.- The Russian General 
Staff at St. Petersburg received from General 
Lenevich these details of the ffghting at Peitsang 
and Yangtsun— 


* T am happy to report that, by mutual agree- 
ment with the commanders of the expeditionary 
troops under my command, yesterday (Aug. 5), 
at daybreak, I began an attack on a strongly 
fortified position near Peitsang, twelve versts 
from Tientsin, on the road to Peking. 

“The enemy’s position was strengthened by 
wide inundations, and in front and on the left 


flank by an iron-plated protection for infantry. | 


The Chinese were about 25,000, and under the 
command of Viceroy Yung-La. 

* At ten in the morning two railway-bridges 
were occupied by the Russian troops on the left 
of the eacmy’s position, while the English, 
Japancse, Americans, and the 8rd Eastern 
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cavalry regiment to get into touch with the 
Boxers. The regiment, which this year has been 
given the title of the “ Duke of York's Own," 
has long been famous as one of the finest bodies 
of horsemen in the world. It was raised over 
eighty years ago, amd. gained its first honours at 
the fall of Bhurtpore in 1826. Since then it has 


| been distinguished in many battles, notably those 


of the Afghan Campaigns of 1842 and 1879-80. 
The commander of the 1st Bengal Lancers in 
China is Colonel Gartside-Tipping, who, though 
only forty-eight, has had twenty-seven years' 
service, and fought with his regiment all through 
the last Afghan War and Ше Miranzi and Isazi 
expeditions. 
Well Done, Japs! 

The most brilliant feature of the engagement 
on Aug. 5 (according to Reuter's Special Service 
man) was a magnificent charge of the Japanese 
cavalry on a Chinese battery, which had been 
causing considerable annoyance. On receiving 
the order to charge, the Japanese horsemen went 
straight at the Chinese through the tall millet, 
and before the enemy’s gunners had recovered 
from their surprise at the audacity of the move- 
ment, the Japanese were among them, sabring 
right and left. The movement was carried out 
as if the men had been on parade 

As regards pluck, discipline, ana endurance 
the Japs are fit to rank with the finest soldiers 
of any of the European Powers. The behaviour 
of the whole of the Allied forces has been excel- 
The utmost emulation is shown, each 
country desiring to outshine the other, but, not- 
withstanding this, all nationalities fraternise in 
the most cordial manner. 


A Hot March to Peking. 


The heat on the line of march to Peking was 
terrible, and the road very difficult. Arriving 
on Aug. 10, the advance guard of the Allied 
army occupied Ngan- Ping almost without 
opposition. А council of war was then called. ` 

With General Stóssel at the head of the 
-advance guard, and General Lenevich leading 
| the main body, the troops marched out of Ngan- 
| Ping in such manner that the advance guard 
| should be an hour's journey in front of the main 
! body. Half-way on the road to Matow the heat 
became so terrible that 150 men were overcome, 
and General Stissel was obliged to halt: 

On the morning ot the 12th the advance 
guard occupied Chung-Kia-Wun, fifteen miles 
from Peking, without any resistance." The 
Chinese again retired firing, in spite of the fact 
that they had been reinforced by a fresh and 
well-armed detachment sent from Peking, under 
“оре personal command of General Prince Tung. 


How the Allies Fought Their Way 
Into Peking. 


We were indebted to Japanese reports for 
earliest particulars of the operations of the 
Allies before Peking., According to,a Reuter 
message from Tokio, General Yamaguchi, com- 
‘manding the Japanese contingent, reported that 


Aug. 4, was received at Tientsin, says Reuter, | early on the morning of Tuesday, Aug. 14, the 


Allied forces attacked fhe capital on the easter? 
side, opening with artillery-fire. The wall was 
obstinately held by the enemy. The Japanese 
and Russians were on the northern side of the 
Tung-Chow Canal, and the British and Americans 
on the south side. 

That night the Japanese blew up the Choa- 
yang and Ton-ghi gates, on the eastern side of 
the Tartar City, and so entered Peking. 

Meanwhile the British and Americans entered 
by the Tung-pien gate the Chinese City- 
Parties were at once detached from the tw¢ 
forces, and with the Legations as their obj ective, 
met close to them and established communi- 

cation with the foreigners. All the Ministers 
and their staffs were found to be safe. 
Street-Fighting in Peking. 

The state of things in Peking is furthe! 
indicated by the following telegram received by 
the Admiralty last Sunday afternoon from Rear- 
Admiral Bruce—

The resi- 
dences of the Princes, barracks for troops, 
Government offiees and ,temples are situated 
within this eAeeinte. Here the Peking Gazette is 
published. ‘The innermost enclosure of all, 
called the ‘Carnation Forbidden City," con- 
tains the Emperors Palace, the Imperial 
Library, the Hall of Portraits of the Chinese 
Emperors and Sages, temples, parks, etc — It is 
encircled by a yellow wall some two miles in 
length, which is surrounded by a moat. 


Another Russian Victory. 


In a despatch dated Aug. 14, received by the 
Russian General Staff last Monday, General 
Orloff announces the result of the engagement 

| with the Chinese at Meducei. 

The Chinese occupied a strong position, and 
two battalions were sent against their right 
flank. After a hot engagement along the whole 
line the Chinese began to give way. At five 
1 o'clock in the afternoon a.terrifie storm burst 
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assurance of material support to the Nanking 
Viceroy. 

It is stated, says the Семга News Corre- 
spondent at. Shanghai, that only 500 French 
troops have been ordered from Saigon for service 
at Shanghai. | 

The Church Missionary Society on Monday 
received from Shanghai a telegram reporting the 
safe arrival there of twenty-three of the Society’s 
missionaries. Others are following. The Society 
have also been notified that all the mid-China 
missionaries are well. 


Li-Hung-UChang's Peace Proposals. 


'Thé- Chinese, through Li-Hung-Chang, have 
made an application to the United States Govern- 
ment for the appointment of Mr. Conger or some 
other American official with authority to open 
negotiations for peace, and for fixing definite 
terms for the settlement of the present trouble. 
Wu Ting Fang has laid this application before 
the State Department. 

Li-Hung-Chang Las expressed his willingness 
to conduct the negotiations at any place desired 
by the Allies. It is expected that Peking or 
'lientsin wil be selected. In the application 
LizHunz-Chang does not ask for the withdrawal

Death of Li Ping-Heng, and Decapita- 
tion of Chinese Officials. 


Chinese official reports from Shanghai announce 
that the notorious Li Ping-Heng was wounded 
on the 10th inst. m the fighting with the Allies, 
and died on the 12th. 

According to Chinese official news, three more 
Imperial officials have been decapitated. These 
are Hsu-T'ung, member of the Imperial Secre- 
tariate and President of the Civil Board ; Yilien- 
Yuan, and Li-Shan, member of the Ministry 
of the Imperial Household. The two first were 
anti-foreign, and the last-mentioned was pro- 
foreign. _ Yung-Lu has been imprisoned by 
Prince Ching. Б 

Troops Landing at Shanghai. 


The Indian troops were being landed gradually 
at Shanghai on Sunday. Under orders from the 
French Consul-General sixty bluejackets were 
landed on Saturday from the French cruiser 
Faseal. Without emphasising the nature of this 
demonstration, following upon the objections 
raised against the landing of a British force 
required for the protection of the settlements, 
it is useful to remember, says Ше Z'imes Corre- 
spondent, that this official’s action in December 
1898 necessitated the British Government’s 


of the troops of the Powers, nor does he suggest 
any particular terms. 
Chinese Enjoined to Protect Foreigners. 
The Mandarins in the Kwang Provinces are 
displaying great anxiety and energy on behalf of 
foreigners. Proclamations state, says the Hong- 
Kong Correspondent of the Times, that the 
troubles in the North have been aggravated by the 
action of several statesmen of the highest rank 
in entering into league with the Boxers. The 
'apture of Peking is acknowledged to be a just 
retribution. They state that the object of the 
Allies is to restore peace, and that the sphere of 
operations will be limited to the North. The 
people are rigorously enjoined to avoid seditious 


movements and to protect foreigners. 


The *Figaro" and the Concert 
of Europe. 


In an article in the Figaro of Monday 
last, ‘* Whist” expresses the opinion that 
the concert of Europe will remain intact 
in regard to the necessity of maintain- 
ing the territorial status quo in China. With 
that object it would be necessary to send 
to or establish in China a solid international 
army destined to keep a close watch over the 
Chinese in the negotiation and execution of the 
treaties which they will be constrained to sign. 
On this point “ Whist” believes that there is 
already a concert in the best sense of the word. 
The Paris Figaro is to be congratulated upon the 
sound sense of its comments on foreigm affairs.

leniency. After giving instances of treachery, 
of the daily sniping of trains to Johannesburg, 
of the use of expanding and explosive bullets, 
and of frequent skirmishes, Mr. Stuart says: 
My point is that the Воегз still mean business as 
thoroughly as they did a year ago. And, having 
di-counted the support of Europe, they are 
resuming the dastardly and illegal practices 
for which they have always been notori- 
ous. Only the other day they played the 
Elliott and Lambert game on a released prisoner, 
as they played it on Trooper Black after the 
Jameson business. And all the while we keep 
up an elaborate pretence of believing that our 
enemies are civilised, and graced, like our own 
knightly leaders, with the virtues of chivalry. 
Now that the eye of Europe is averted from them 
the Boers are infinitely less civilised in action— 
they never were civilised in instinct—than they 
were six months ago. 

Lord Roberts’s new proclamation declares

Gloxinias. 

EE favour in which this superb stove perennial bulb 
has been held for some years past has naturally 
resulted in the introduction of шалу fine new 
varieties, all of which are well worthy of cultivation

is simple, but inasmuch as they are truly stove plants, they 
should mot be out of a warm house unless during their 
period of rest. ‘To raise them from seeds a warm tem- 
perature is necessary, and where this is not forthcoming it 
isadvisable to procure bulbs early in the year. Theserequire 
exactly the same treatment both before and after blooming 
as tuberous begonias, details of which were given in à 
recent article. When growth is well developed the plants 
thrive in ап ordinary greenhouse or window, and produce 
an abundance of charming flowers. The erect-flowered 
kinds are the most effective. А compost of fibrous loam, 
peat, and sand suits gloxinias, and applications of weak 
liquid manure may advantageously be given. 
Preservation of Eggs. 

Buttered eggs are often met with, and in Scotland and 
Treland there are many poultry-keepers who preserve eggs 
in this way. An Frish correspondent, who has used this 
method of preserving for many years, supplies the following 
particulars: “ог my part, Т would rather eat a hot- 
buttered egg six months old than one unbuttered of only a 
week. I can strongly recommend the method, for I have 
never had a single bad egg. First, I am very particular to 
have the eggs new-laid and buttered before they are cold. 
Таке a small piece of well-salted butter and rub it 
thoroughly over the palm of the left hand. The heat of the 
hand and the egg combined will be enough to meltit. Turn 
the egg round several times on the buttered palm with the 
right hand; this can be done very quickly with practice. 
Т find it better not to use more at а time than will butter 
three eggs, for if there is too much it will rest in streaks on 
thefirst ones done. They should just look greasy when 
cool, with no lumps. Аз to storing, І have boards made 
with holes in whieh the eggs are placed large end down- 
wards, two slips being nailed on the ends of the boards, so 
that one may rest on the other, and they are piled up in a 
press in this way. 1 hope before ће end of the summer to 
have from sixty to a hundred dozen buttered for winter 
use.” Other correspondents who have greased their eggs 
use mutton-suet, or lard, or vaseline. 


Choice of Apples. 

Certainly there is need at the opening of the apple season 
to draw attention to the continued and almost exclusive 
produetion of such early kitchen apples as the Keswick and 
Manx Codlins, says the Fruit-Grower and Market Gardener. 
They are well in their way, but the chief aim of the fruit- 
grower should be the production of the best paying sorts. In 
this sense the exclusive production of the above-named kinds 
is not wise, for there are other and better kinds that deserve 
attention, and the apple-grower would be well advised in 
taking such in hand. Though the Manx and Keswick 
Codlins are good in their way, they are not the best earliest 
kitchen apples even that can be grown, and that fact should 
be eonsidered by all interestéd in apple cultivation for 
profit. The business may be made a paying one when the 
best are grown, but the continued production of ordinary 
sorts, which are taken in hand usually by all who enter the 
business, tends to insure a too plentiful supply at the one 
time and of the one or two kinds. uction of the 
Quarrenden and the White Transparent is advised. They 
are two of the best earliest apples that can be raised. The 
former is a dessert variety; the latter a kitchen kind. 
Both ere of the highest grade as far as quality is concerned. 


The Andalusian Fowl. 
г The origin of this variety cannot be traced with any 
degree of certainty. About forty years ago some were

brought over to England from Andalusia, but they do not 
appear to have been quite the same as those we are now 
accustomed to see. They were, however, probably the 
basis from which the present variety has been built, other 
breeds having been used in the work. They are first-rate 
layers of good-sized white-shelled eggs, are non-sitters, 
and poor table-fowls, except when killed  young— 
that is, when about four months old, at which 
age they truss up nice plump chickens, the flesh 
being white [and juicy. ey naturally do best with 
a fairly long range, but they also stand confinement well, 
and lay satisfactorily under either condition. They will 
do well on almost any kind of soil, and they can stand a 
fairly exposed position. The Andalusian cock has a 
compact, well-proportioned body standing on rather long 
legs. Neck long and arched, comb fairly large, and per- 
fectly upright; large white ear - lobes; the tail fairly 


full, with nicely arched sickles. Colour of plumage 
a deep slate-blue, sharply laced with a deeper colour 
on breast; back, neck and sickles black or deep purple, 
with a rich gloss or sheen. The hen is also compact 
in body, slightly sloping towards the tail. The comb 
should be fairly large, and fall gracefully over to one side. 
Colour of plumage a deep slate-blue, well and sharply 
laced all over. The slate-blue colour of the Andalusian 
having been derived from a mixture of black and white, the 
chickens bred from the most perfectly coloured parents will 
often come either pure black or pure white, or black and 
white mixed, so that the breeder must never expect to get 
all his chickens of the desired blue shade. 


On Incubators. 


Although somewhat out of season, I now and again 
receive queries as to incubators and their working. Many 
beginners may be thinking of making a start next season, 
and so for their benefit I give an Illustration and description 
of an incubator which I have not only proved to be 
thoroughly reliable, but which has been tested by some 
scores of my correspondents, and no complaint has yet 
reached me of its failure to do all that is claimed for it. 
Keepers also use it for hatching out game; in fact, itisan 
ideal contrivance. It requires very little attention, is eco- 
nomical in consumption of lamp-oil, has no hot-water tank to 
need frequent repaira or renewal, and no lamp-glass to cause 
danger, expense, and trouble. 'The eggs are turned by simple 
mechanism, all in three seconds; the thermometer is adjust- 
able 1n position for eggs of any size, and the apparatus for 
regulating the temperature is entirely self - acting and 
absolutely reliable. А proper humidity of atmosphere is 
provided and regularly maintained. The emergence of the 
chicks from the shell сап be watched through the glass lid. 
"The broods produced are hardy and vigorous, and the per- 
centage of hatchings is equal to that of the most expensive 
machines. Excessive heatis far more injurious to hatching 
eggs at any stage than insufficient heat. The former will, if 
much in excess of 110 degrees, and remaining so for an hour or 
two, be almost sure to prove fatal, while eggs have been 
known to be entirely deprived of heat for upwards of six 
hours without ill effect. It is the general experience that 
in cold weather the temperature should be a degree or two 
higher, in the warm weather as much lower, than the 
normal heat; and it wil be found that the regulator

possesses the peculiar quality of meeting this requirement 
automatically in extremely changeable weather and in 
draughty situations, which latter, however, should be 
avoided. This advantage is due to its sensitiveness to the 
external as well as the internal atmosphere; In warm 
weather the flame need not be turned up to the full height 
of the gauge.

WILHELM STEINITZ. 


The sad news of the death of Steinitz did not come as a 
surprise to chess-players, as it was known that the ex- 
champion was in such an utterly hopeless physical and 
mental condition that his death at the asylum must be 
looked upon as a relief to the sufferings of a great man. 
Great he undoubtedly was, for to him the credit is 
due for having been the first man to elevate 
our knowledge of the game by basing his play on 
scientifle principles, and by решение the theory of 
defence, which created havoc with most of the methods of 
attack which were practised before the sledge-hammer 
blows of his logical and mathematical style of play knocked 
them to pieces. But there are many other qualities for 
avhich Steinitz will be remembered, which made him both 
strong and weak at the same_ time. His deter- 
mination and pluck were extraordinary, and these were 
combined with a desire to succeed, degenerating into 
the most self-destructive obstinacy. When Steinitz in- 
vented his new defence to the KEvan'$ Gambit or Ruy 
Lopez, his desire to make his line of play successful sub- 
jected him, in trials over the board, to the most serious 
reverses; yet he never, yielded, but continued to sacrifice 
his self-interest to his self-confidence. One cannot help 
admiring a man who, in this age of opportunism and 
materialism, will act in such fashion. Steinitz will no 
doubt be remembered when a great many other players 
are forgotten.
